The  water  supply  question  has  made  no  progress  and  an  enhanced 
scheme  concerning  a  number  of  districts  is  under  consideration.  What 
started  with  a  scheme  to  supply  the  Western  half  of  the  Union  from 
Keld  at  about  £8,000  has  now  grown  to  a  scheme  concerning  a  large 
portion  of  the  North  Riding  at  a  cost  of  £602,500.  During  i960  the 
supply  for  Grinton  and  Marrick  was  poor.  In  the  latter  parish  there 
is  water  to  be  obtained  about  one  mile  to  the  North,  but  there  is  a 
hill  in  between  which  will  make  delivery  expensive. 

Bacterial  Analyses:  Satisfactory  3  Unsatisfactory  21 

The  water  to  the  schools  is  examined  regularly.  Reeth  is  now 
satisfactory  and  Arkengarthdale  is  good. 

There  was  only  one  case  of  Tuberculosis  in  the  area  notified  in 
i960.  An  elderly  man  residing  as  a  visitor.  He  went  home  to  a  town 
in  the  North,  and  was  admitted  to  hospital. 

I  conclude  this  report  by  thanking  Mr.  J.  Metcalfe  for  his  help 
on  many  occasions.  He  has  now  been  with  us  so  long  that  he  knows 
your  district  well.

To  the  Chairman  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Reeth  Rural  District  Council. 
Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  I960. 
SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA; 

WATER  SUPPLIES: 

Owing  to  the  wet  year  under  review,  no  shortages  of  water  due  to 
droughty  conditions  have  been  experienced,  the  supplies  throughout  the 
area,  apart  from  Grinton  and  Ivelet,  being  well  maintained.  Shortages 
at  Grinton  have  occurred  at  the  higher  houses  when  there  has  been  a 
slight  increase  in  the  demand,  due,  not  to  any  shortage  of  water,  but  to 
the  inadequacy  of  the  small  diameter  mains.  At  Ivelet,  the  spring 
serving  this  hamlet  never  recovered  from  the  drought  of  the  previous 
year  until  late  October,  owing  to  a  change  in  the  underground  course. 

As  an  emergency,  a  small  spring  west  of  the  storage  tank  was  impounded 
and  connected  to  the  delivery  main,  but  this  only  gave  a  slight  relief. 

A  survey  of  the  area  showed  that  there  is  no  suitable  alternative 
source  of  supply  within  a  reasonable  distance. 

Regarding  the  supplies  in  general,  the  quality  of  the  water  being 
supplied  throughout  the  area  continues  to  be  unsatisfactory  during  wet 
conditions  owing  to  surface  water  pollution  of  the  springs. 

Bacteriological  Analysis

No  new  schemes  of  water  supply  have  been  commenced  during  the  year. 
Further  to  the  proposed  Dales  Water  Board,  a  committee  comprising  the 
Technical  Officers  of  the  constituent  authorities  held  a  meeting  at 
Leyburn  on  May  17th  following  a  directive  given  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Dales  authorities  to:- 

(a)  Examine  each  authority’ s  programme  of  capital  expenditure 
to  meet  the  requirements  set  out  in  the  Vail  Report  and 
any  other  extensions  or  amendments  considered  necessary. 

(b)  Report  on  the  adequacy  of  available  sources  of  supply. 

At  this  meeting,  the  total  capital  cost  of  new  works  and  improve¬ 
ments  was  estimated  at  £602,512,  of  which  that  for  the  Reeth  area  was 
the  largest,  £168,000.  The  latter  is  made  up  from  the  two  schemes 
already  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
Keld  to  Gunnerside,  £69,000:  Bauldershaw  to  Marrick,  £78,000  and  an 
additional  £21,000  for  a  scheme  to  serve  Arkengarthdale  including  an 
extension  and  link  up  with  the  Reeth  Scheme.  Subsequent  events  have 
shown  that  the  foregoing  schemes  will  require  amendment  as  the 
Bauldershaw  to  Marrick  scheme  and  the  link  up  from  Arkengarthdale 
envisaged  water  being  supplied  to  the  Richmond  Rural  Area,  but  this 
is  not  now  necessary  as  the  Richmond  Borough  are  to  supply  those 
parts  of  the  Richmond  Rural  area  which  were  to  be  supplied  from  the 
Reeth  scheme.  Accordingly,  the  Reeth  scheme  will  not  supply  water 
beyond  Marrick,  which  means  a  considerable  saving  can  be  made  by 
reduoing  reservoir  capacities,  mains  and  elimination  of  long  lengths 
of  unproductive  mains. 
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It  now  seems  certain  that  there  are  to  be  no  new  schemes  commenced 
until  the  formation  of  the  Water  Board,  after  which,  decisions  of 
procedure  will  have  to  be  made  and  I  cannot  see  any  improvement  to 
water  supplies  within  the  Reeth  Rural  area  taking  place  for  a  few  years 
yet.  In  the  meantime,  the  demand  on  already  inadequate  supplies 
increases  and  in  any  droughty  periods  there  will  be  shortages  through¬ 
out  the  area. 

SEWERAGE i 

No  new  schemes  of  sewerage  have  been  commenced  during  the  year. 

A  scheme  of  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  for  the  village  of  Thwaite 
has  been  prepared  and  to  which  the  North  Riding  County  Council  and  the 
Yorkshire  Ouse  River  Board  have  given  approval.  Planning  approval  has 
also  been  obtained  and  negotiations  with  the  District  Valuer  completed. 

Regarding  the  existing  disposal  works  at  Reeth,  Grinton,  Healaugh, 
Gunnerside,  Muker  and  Keld,  the  effluent  discharges  continue  to  be 
classed  as  "Bad”  by  the  Rivers  Board. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING: 

The  search  for  a  tipping  site  to  which  the  National  Parks 
Committee  will  give  their  approval  has  continued  throughout  the  year 
and  it  was  only  in  December  that  indication  was  given  that  approval 
to  a  site  at  Stolerston  Style  in  the  parish  of  Ellerton  Abbey  would  be 
given,  subject  to  the  Committee  being  satisfied  on  the  following  points 

(a)  The  tipping  procedure  and  programme. 

(b)  The  measures  to  be  taken  to  keep  the  tip  as  inoffensive 

as  possible,  including  tipping  in  stages  with  soil  coverage 
and  the  erection  of  fences  and, 

(c)  The  access  to  the  highway,  including  the  grass  verge. 

Owing  to  the  strictly  limited  labour  employed  by  the  Council  together 
with  the  lack  of  any  suitable  covering  materials,  it  was  submitted  that 
only  the  final  top  dressing  could  be  undertaken  as  each  section  was  com¬ 
pleted.  Top  soil  to  be  first  removed  and  banked  for  use  in  final  cover¬ 
ing.  The  area  to  be  fenced  with  a  6'  0"  high  close  chestnut  fence. 

The  site,  although  well  concealed,  is  on  a  raised  elevation  some 
20  to  30  feet  above  the  adjoining  highway  and  exposed  to  the  prevailing 
winds  and  it  is  feared  that  difficulty  will  be  experienced  in  prevent¬ 
ing  loose  paper  from  blowing  over  the  adjoining  land  and  highway, 
including  grass  verges.  The  estimated  life  of  the  tip  is  only  14  years 
and  for  such  a  period,  the  cost  of  development  is  comparatively  high. 

The  site  previously  suggested  as  being  suitable  by  the  Ministry 
Inspector,  near  Scabba  Wath  Bridge,  would  last  for  a  much  longer  period, 
more  covering  material  in  the  way  of  excavated  soil  would  be  available, 
the  site  not  so  exposed  to  the  wind.  The  control  would  be  more 
expensive  as  a  tractor  with  bull  dozer  attachment  would  be  required  to 
carry  out  partial  controlled  tipping,  but  a  more  efficient  system  of 
disposal  would  be  carried  out.  The  Council  themselves  have  expressed 
objection  to  the  use  of  this  site,  maintaining  that  it  is  in  an  area  much 
frequented  by  visitors  and  is  on  agricultural  grazing  land  used  by  an 
attested  herd.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  same  objections  can  be  put 
forward  in  regard  to  the  site  at  Stolerston  Style,  but  in  comparison, 
the  Scabba  Wath  site  would  last  over  a  considerably  longer  period  for 
the  same  development  costs,  be  less  liable  to  nuisance  and  easier  to 
control. 
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PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES: 

Work  on  the  erection  of  the  new  conveniences  at  Gunnerside  was  in 
progress  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  conveniences  at  Reeth,  Grinton,  Low  Row  and  Muker  are  all 
attended  by  part  time  caretakers.  At  Reeth,  during  the  simmer  months, 
the  locks  and  bolts  are  frequently  damaged,  resulting  in  the  toilfets 
being  inaccessible  during  busy  periods.

HOUSE  PURCHASE  AND  HOUSING  ACT  1939: 

A  steady  rate  of  improvement  to  sub-standard  houses  and  the  provision 
of  amenities  in  old  houses  has  continued  throughout  the  year.  Completed 
works  with  the  aid  of  the  Discretionary  Grant  has  resulted  in  one  unfit 
house  being  restored  and  modernised;  one  division  of  a  large  house  into 
two  separate  units,  for  two  families  where  previously  only  one  person 
was  living;  the  conversion  of  an  old  school  into  a  dwellinghouse;  new 
floors  in  place  of  stone  flags  in  two  houses,  together  with  improve¬ 
ments  to  windows  and  fireplaces  and  one  house  being  provided  with 
additional  bedroom  accommodation  to  meet  the  needs  of  a  growing  family. 

Completed  works  to  seven  houses  with  the  aid  of  the  Standard  Grant 
has  resulted  in  the  following  amenities  being  provided :- 

6  internal  W.Cs.;  6  Baths;  6  Lavatory  basins;  6  Hot  Water 
systems;  amount  of  grants  paid  being  £426. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  nine  applications  for  the  Discretionary 
Grant  were  considered  and  approved  for  grants  totalling  £1,187  (approved 
proportion  £3,586).  Nine  applications  for  the  Standard  Grant  were  also 
approved . 

There  is  no  doubt  but  what  the  financial  assistance  towards  these 
works  has  aided  the  Council  in  carrying  out  their  duty  under  the  Housing 
Acts  of  improving  housing  conditions  within  the  area  and  without  having  to 
build  Council  houses  to  replace  houses  which  may  otherwise  have  become 
derelict.
